arrival of the Romans, who al ſo improved upon 
| theſe braſs inſtruments, and continued them in uſe 

| during their ſtay in Briton. They are frequently 
found near their ſtations and roads, not only in 
this country, but in almoſt every part of Europe, 
particularly in Ireland, where the Romans had 
never been, therefore theſe Celts muſt” have been 
introduced there by ſome very ancient people, 
| probably by the Scythians, whoſe arms were made
